Census Taking Starts 


A n army of 100,000 enumerators will lie out in full forte 
With the beginning of this month to devote a month to the prob­ 
lem of listing every inhabitant of the United States. 
The 15th 
decennial census ia»expected to show that the population has in­ 
creased to 123,000,000. 
William Mott Steuart, director of the Census Bureau, de­ 
clares the enumeration “the most colossal of all statistical pro­ 
jects.” 
In addition to the data Collected concerning human f l ­ 
ings the government seeks detailed information on 0,250,000 
farms, 2,500,000 mercantile establishments, 200,000 manufactur­ 
ing plants, 14,000 mines and quarries and more than 100,000 ir­ 
rigation and drainage projects. 
The census questions as applied to individuals are el a bor Ate 
ones. 
The first census was taken in 1700 when the population 
numbered only the name of the head of the family and number of 
persons in the family. 
The 24 questions asked have lieen published in the Brainerd 
Dispatch and should be familiar to readers. You can facilitate the 
work of the census taker by studying the questions and having 
your answers ready. 
Here are some of the figures you should have ready: Value 
of home if owned, or monthly rental, if rented; age at last birth­ 
day ; age at first marriage; your place of birth, that of your father 
and your mother; year of immigration to United States. 
Among the new items on the schedule are those regarding 
the value of homes or monthly rentals, ownership of a radio, 
state of employment and degree of military service. 
Of them 
the most important, in the eyes of government officials, is that con­ 
cerning unemployment. 
Authorities hope that by accurate data 
they may be able to eliminate a great deal of enforced idleness. A 
separate schedule on unemployment will ask the following ques­ 
tions : 
1. 
How many weeks since he (or she) has worked on his 
present job? 
2. Why was he not at work yesterday, or in ease* yesterday 
was not a regular working day, why did he not work on the last 
regular working day? 
3. Did he lose a day’s pay by not being at work ? 
4. How many days did he work last week? 
5. How many days in a full time week? 
The following questions will be asked about a person usually

Is he able to work?

3.

In the second ward are two enumerators, Mrs. D. D. Schrader 
taking the first precinct and Mrs. Frank G. Hall the second pre­ 
cinct. Mrs. Hall is starting at Main and lith streets, the south 
boundary of the precinct. 
Mrs, Schrader started on Chippewa 
street. 
She is taking blocks between Second and Third streets 
and working north from Main. 
Two enumerators are covering the third ward, Mrs. Andrew 
Peterson in the first precinct and Hugo A. Kaatz in the second 
precinct. 
Mrs. Peterson started on Gillis avenue and is working 
north. Mr. Kaatz started at the north end of his precinct near 
Uh* Gustafson store and is working south. 
5. F. Engbretson has tile fourth ward or Southeast Brainerd 
and starts at the west end of the ward, Laurel aud the tracks and 
works eastward to the city limits. 
Mrs. Margaret T. Halvorson has the fifth ward and will start 
at the north end. it is believed, which is the most populous sec­ 
tion, and work southward. 
The importance of this census taking cannot be over-esti­ 
mated. 
Every one should cooperate in readily giving informa­ 
tion and facilitate the work, 
lf any one is not enumerated when 
the census taker covers a certain street, find out if your neighbor 
has been counted and if you have not been enumerated, telephone 
the Brainerd Dispatch. 
Every effort will be made to got every 
person in Brainerd in the census. We cannot afford to have any 
one missed. The Dispatch will do what it can to gain a full count 
and will do everything possible to aid the enumerators and those 
to be counted. 
Brainerd, according to the natural growth of population, is 
entitled to be in the class of 10,000 population cities.

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Census Taking Starts 


An army of 100,000 enumerators will be out in full force 
with the beginning of this month to devote a month to the prob­ 
lem of listing every inhabitant of the United States. 
The 15th 
decennial census is* expected to show that the population has in 
creased to 123,000,000. 
William Mott Steuart, director of the Census Bureau, de­ 
clares the enumeration “the most colossal of all statistical pro­ 
jects/' 
In addition to the data collected concerning human be­ 
ings the government seeks detailed information on 6,250,000 
farms, 2,500,000 mercantile establishments, 200,000 manufactur­ 
ing plants, 14,000 mines and quarries and more than 100,000 ir­ 
rigation and drainage projects. 
The census questions as applied to individuals arc elaborate 
ones. 
The first census was taken in 1790 when the population 
numbered only the name of the head of the family and number of 
persons in the family. 
The 24 questions asked have been published in the Brainerd 
Dispatch and should be familiar to readers. You can facilitate the 
work of the census taker by studying the questions and having 
your answers ready. 
Here are some of the figures you should have ready: Value 
of home if owned, or monthly rental, if rented; age at last birth­ 
day ; age at first m arriage; your place of birth, that of your father 
and your mother; year of immigration to United States. 
Among the new items on the .schedule are those regarding 
the value of homes or monthly rentals, ownership of a radio, 
state of employment and degree of military service. 
Of these 
the most important, in the eyes of government officials, is that con­ 
cerning unemployment. 
Authorities hope that by accurate data 
they may be able to eliminate a great deal of enforced idleness. A 
separate schedule on unemployment will ask the following ques­ 
tions : 
1. 
How many weeks since he (or she) has worked on his 
present job? 
2. 
Why was he not at work yesterday, or in case yesterday 
was not a regular working day, why did he not work on the last 
regular working day? 
3. 
Did he lose a day’s pay by not being at work ? 
4. 
How many days did he work last week? 
5. 
How many days in a full time week? 
The following questions will be asked about a person usually 
employed but having no job of any kind at the time the census 
is taken: 
1. 
Is he able to work? 
2. 
Is he looking for a job? 
3. 
For how many weeks has he been without a job? 
4. 
Reason for being o$* of a job, or for losing his last job.

Mrs. Louis F. Hohman has the first ward and starts in the 1200 
block on South Sixth street and is traveling north to Front street. 
In the second ward are two enumerators, Mrs. I). I). Schrader 
taking the first precinct and Mrs. Frank (i. Hall the second pre­ 
cinct. Mrs. Hall is starting at Main and lith streets, the south 
boundary of the precinct. 
Mrs. Schrader started on Chippewa 
street. 
She is taking blocks between Second and Third streets 
and working north from Main. 
Two enumerators are covering the third ward, Mrs. Andrew 
Peterson in the first precinct and Hugo A. Kaatz in the second 
precinct. 
Mrs. Peterson started on Gillis avenue and is working 
north. 
Mr. Kaatz started at the north end of his precinct near 
the Gustafson store and is working south. 
5. E. Fngbretson has the fourth ward or Southeast Brainerd 
and starts at the west end of the ward, Laurel and the tracks and 
works eastward to the city limits. 
Mrs. M argaret T. Halvorson has the fifth ward and will start 
at the north end, it is believed, which is the most populous sec­ 
tion, and work southward. 
The importance of this census taking cannot be over-esti­ 
mated. 
Every one should cooperate in readily giving informa­ 
tion and facilitate the work, lf any one is not enumerated when 
the census taker covers a certain street, find out if your neighbor 
has been counted and if you have not been enumerated, telephone 
the Brainerd Dispatch. 
Every effort will be made to get every 
person in Brainerd in the census. We cannot afford to have any 
one missed. The Dispatch will do what it can to gain a full count 
and will do everything possible to aid the enumerators and those 
to be counted. 
Brainerd, according to the natural growth of population, is 
entitled to be in the class of 10,000 population cities.
